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Rabbi’s Column 
“Caring for the Self” 


Tam writing this in early January, as | 
return to CSZ after an unexpected six- 
week leave. This has been a challenging 
time for me and many of you too. My 
sudden absence placed unexpected re- 
sponsibilities on many of you. I am ap- 
preciative of everyone who gs 
and took on addi- 
tional tasks beyond 
your existing com- 
mitments. The 
strength of our com- 
munity was dem- 
onstrated through 
the outstanding ef- 
forts of so many; to 
eachof youlextend 
my thanks. While I 
will never learn the names of everyone 
who pitched in, I especially want to thank 
Tiela Chalmers, David Stein, Nathan 
Robinson and the officers and Va’ad; our 
staff and faculty, Lea Salem, Amy Clark, 
Phyllis Mintzer and Michael Latz; and 
many members, including Martha Ro- 
sett, Robin Leonard, Frank Yellin, Kathy 
Simon, Daniel Chesir, Josh Lee, Howard 
Herman, and Ora Prochovnick. My rab- 
binic colleagues in the community were 
also generous with their assistance and 
time. I also want to express my appreci- 
ation for their understanding to the indi- 
viduals and families whose ceremonies I 
was unable to attend. 

While I was away, I came across a talk 
I once gave to a group of care-givers on 
the theme of “caring for the self.” Like 
so many others, I have had to confront 
that I am better at giving counsel to 
others than at listening to my own guid- 
ance. A combination of exhaustion, 
unresolved grief and depression created 
the circumstances which required me to 
take this unplanned leave. Some of the 
circumstances which led up to this situ- 
ation have changed in the intervening 
weeks, and some have not. Of those 
which have not, some will hopefully 
change in the weeks and months ahead, 
and others I will have to continue to 
learn to live with. This experience has 
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been a time of spiritual struggle for me. 
In kabbalistic imagery, I havea renewed 
consciousness of shevirat ha-kelim, the 
fragmentation of the sparks of holiness; 
my task is once again to engage in the 
work of tikkun, their gathering and re- 
pair. I will be meditating on both halves 
of the Mishnah’s teaching: “It is not upon 
you to finish the work, but neither are 
you free not to begin.” 

Many of you sent cards and notes. I 
cannot tell you how important each of 
these was; your faith and encourage- 
ment have been an important source of 
strength to me throughout my rabbin- 
ate and never more than during these 
recent weeks. I will be working closely 
in the months ahead with the leader- 
ship of the Congregation to work toward 
the structural and programmatic goals 
which will enable me to continue lead- 
ing the synagogue in a manner which is 
healthful and holy for both CSZ and 
myself. I do not exaggerate when I say 
that the community and congregational 
life which we have built at CSZ is unique 
in the world and unique in Jewish his- 
tory. I look forward to worshipping, 
celebrating, learning and singing with 
you again.

Women’s Chavurah

We'll be ordering 
Chinese takeout for lunch, cost to be 
divided among those planning to eat.

January Va’ad Report 


David Stein began the meeting with a 
D’var Torah in which he explained that 
there is a long-standing Jewish custom 
of taking stones from one place to anoth- 
er and leaving stones in various places. 
One example of this is the tradition of 
leaving astone ona grave marker; we do 
this to show that we have been there. He 
then likened our actions and decisions, 
both individually and as a community, 
to this custom of leaving a marker to 
indicate our presence. 

Mike Zimmerman reported that the 
Ma’ayan Campaign has raised more 
than $20,000 to date. The credit card 
option is being used by some contribu- 
tors to the Ma’ayan Fund as well as by 
some members to pay dues. It was noted 
that every year for the past five years, 
more than 98% of dues pledged have 
been collected. The Dues Committee was 
given credit for this and thanked for all 
their efforts. Budget estimate requests 
for 1995-96 have been sent to committee 
chairs; they are due back by the end of 
January. Kristallnacht program costs 
were paid from the Adult Education 
budget. Finally, the Chanukah event 
came in on budget. 

Four new members were approved. 

Allan Gold presented preliminary 
plans for the 18/10 celebration. There 
will be three events during the weekend 
of May 19-21. These include a special 
Friday evening service, a daytime com- 
munity picnic and a party. The Delancy 
Street Town Hall has been chosen as the 
party location; the evening will be an 
adult event. Since the total costs will not 
be covered by the ticket price, other 
fundraising options were discussed. The 
Va’ad reaffirmed its decision to make 
this event as accessible as possible for 
all our members. The committee’s esti- 
mated budget of $11,000 for the party 
was approved and the committee was 
thanked for all their hard work. 

A proposal to continue offering an 
incentive of $50 to Kadimah students 
who attend Camp Swig was made. A 
discussion ensued in which it was 
agreed that the proposal be amended to 
include the other five Jewish summer 
camps for which the Bureau of Jewish 
Education offers scholarship assistance. 

The Va’ad voted to co-sponsor the 
Western Regional Conference of the 
World Congress of Gay and Lesbian Jew- 
ish Organizations in 1996. 
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Tiela Chalmers reported that the Com- 
mittee on the Role of the non-Jew in the 
Synagogue has been revived under the 
leadership of Susan Tubbesing and Ron 
Wilmot. MUM dues negotiations con- 
tinue. Dual membership in CSZ and 
another synagogue has again been ques- 
tioned. CSZ will continue its policy of 
not approving “half memberships”. The 
general principle as agreed upon by the 
Va‘ad two years ago is that dues are the 
same amount regardless of amount of 
use, or of concurrent memberships in 
other institutions / organizations. 

A closed session followed. The meet- 
ing was adjourned with a bouncy 
rendition of Oseh Shalom.

Why have I stretched to voluntarily 
make a generous pledge to our annual 
campaign? The reasons are many, but 
can be broadly classified into provin- 
cial, macro and tachlis (practical). 

At the provincial end, I recognize that 
the people from whom CSZ can rea- 
sonably expect financial support is very 
limited. Giving to cultural, social ser- 
vice, educational and broader Jewish 
concerns is important and necessary. 
However, other worthwhile organiza- 
tions have a much larger population, 
including possible public funds, from 
which to draw financial support. Basi- 
cally, if we don’t financially support 
ourselves in a meaningful way, no one 
else will. (It helps too, that the CSZ 
office spreads my payments out over 
the year on my credit card.) 

At a macro level, I believe each of 
our members is contributing to the very 
survival of American Jewry. Some de- 
mographers claim that in two 
generations there will only be remnants 
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of American Jewry consisting of no- 
thing more than small enclaves of 
ultra-Orthodox Jews; the rest, wholly 
assimilated with no Jewish identity. The 
$40,000 we hope to raise in this cam- 
paign will go to strengthen the type of 
programs we have only begun to put 
in place during our first 18 years. This 
includes adult and child B’nai Mitzvah 
training, Jewish education programs 
for adults and families, enhancing, pub- 
lishing and sharing our enlightened 
liturgy, and more social events with 
the unique CSZ flavor. These are the 
programs which will give us as adults, 
and those of us with children, a reason 
to be connected and involved in our 
vibrant Jewish community. It’s not 
enough anymore to expect Jews to 
“remain Jews” just because they may 
have been born to a Jewish parent. We 
must provide a reason. 

Finally the tachlis part. When I go to 
services on a Friday night, I want to 
know thatI’m going to have a comfort- 
able place to sit! I believe we need a 
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larger facility in which to hold our regu- 
lar Shabbat services. What does the 
Ma’ayan campaign have to do with pos- 
sibly acquiring a new building? 
Everything, I believe. When/if the day 
comes that our members decide to take 
on the financial responsibilities of ac- 
quiring and operating a new building, 
we must know that we are able to raise 
funds to operate a large facility and 
provide meaningful programmatic ac- 
tivities within. Sure, “if we build it, 
they will come”. But “they” and “we” 
may only stay if we are able to consis- 
tently provide reasons to do so. I believe 
that a successful Ma’ayan Campaign 
will demonstrate that we are capable of 
supporting a larger facility. 

If you haven’t yet made your pledge 
to the Ma’ayan Campaign, please doso 
now. You'll help to ensure that the next 
18 years will show even more creativ- 
ity, spiritual, and programmatic growth 
for CSZ and will also positively influ- 
ence American Jewry for decades to 
come.
